In compliance with the requisition of the Statute, the Superin- 
tending School Committee of this town for the year now ending 
present the following 


fs PO UR TT. 


* District No. 1.—Paul Hardy, Prudential Committee. The 
summer term was taught by Mary E. Colburn, a thorough and suc- 
cessful teacher. The scholars under her tuition made good improve- 
ment. Astronomy, Physiology and Ancient History were taught. 

Henry 3B. Copp, of Nashua, taught the winter term. Mr. Copp 
performed his duties faithfully, and to the satisfaction ofall. The 
pupils acquitted themselves with honor, at the closing examination, 
and were encouraged by the deep interest of parents and friends, 
quite a number of whom were present. f 


Districr No. 2.—Aaron Fisk, Prudential Committee. The 
summer term was taught by Miss Sarah L. Marsh, of Hudson.— 
Miss Marsh merits her reputation of a faithful teacher, one of those 
who enter upon their work, resolved to leave no means untried, 
that may benefit those under their care. She has been fully suc- 
cessful in each of the schools she has taught the past year. 

-Harvy M. Rideout, the winter teacher passed a fair examination 
and at first seemed to be doing well, but through inefficiency in 
government he failed, and left the school at the end of six weeks. | 
This term was finished by Miss 8. L, Marsh. 


District No. 3.—The summer term was taught es Miss Mary 
A. Buttrick, of Hudson, was very suceessful and gave evidence se 
the persevering exertion of both teacher and pupils. Miss B. pos 
sesses tact and decision which have given her a high standing as a 
teacher. 

The winter term was opened by Mr. Cleveland, of Concord, and 
yesigned at tie end of two weeks, to the care of Mr. Lyman Gage,

of Pelham, and was conducted with energy and ability highly ered- 
itable. . 


Districr No. 4.—Mr. Samuel Greeley, Prudential Committee. 
There was no public summer term in this district. Miss Mary 
Smith taught a select school, which was both useful and agreeable. 
Thedi strict during the past year have erected a handsome and con- 
venient school house, on a pleasant site. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Mary Jane Abbott, who is 
a faithful teacher and has labored hard ,—and with, in many cases, 
a good degree of succcess. There are some difficulties in the way 
of complete success, which are of a local nature, and may he re- 
moved by prompt and efficient parental effort. 


District No. 5.—Daniel Greeley, Prudential Committee. Sum- 
mer term taught by Miss Hannah C. Kenniston, made fair pro- 
gress, and merits praise in particular for order, for which admira- 
ble quality four troublesome pupils were removed from school.— 
Such a fact as this tells its own story of parental influence. 

Winter term by H. C. Davis, of Nashua, passed usefully and 
agreeably to teacher and pupils. The closing examination evinced 
a good degree of diligence and advancement. ‘The school is to be 
continued four weeks by subscription. 


District No. 6.—Oliver Hill, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term in care of Miss Seraphina Bixby, ranks with the first in town. 
Miss Bixby combines energy, tact and perseveranee with that expe- 
rience, so much needed to work reform in our district schools. 

The winter term was kept by Oscar Seavey, of Nashua. Mr, 
Seavey, though possessed of rare literary qualifications, was not 
very successful, probably from having his mind too much preoccu- 
pied. 


District No. 7.—Nathan Cummings, Prudential Committee.— 
Summer term was taught by Miss Sarah L.. Marsh, to the general 
satisfaction as usual. ‘The school house was burned in the Autumn 
by which means the school was interrupted within five weeks of 
the close. 


District No. 8.—Silas Hill, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term by Miss Anna Clement, of Pepperell. A thorough scholar, 
and accomplished teacher, deserving much praise for the well sus- 
tained interest with which the duties of the school room were per- 
formed. itp 

Winter term in care of F. A: Marden, of Windham. ‘The school 
made fair progress under Mr. Marden’s tuition. He spared no 
pains, and is a good scholar though lacking in experience. 


District No. 9.—Mr. Wm. A. Batchelder, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term was taught by Miss Frances Andrews, of 
Nashua.- In some schools Miss Andrews would be eminently suc- 

cessful, she did not fad in this, and had she been of a little rough-

er make, possessed of more combativeness, she would have accom: 
plished more with less trial to herself. 

Winter term by H. C. Davis, was as profitable as could be ex- 
pected, for so shorta term. It is very desirable that our schools 
‘should be longer. A teacher can scarcely do justice to himself or 
pupils in five or six weeks. 


District No. 10.—Gilman Andrews, Prudential Committee.— 
There was no summer school. The winter term was taught by C. 
Richardson. The pupils have done themselves honor by diligence 
and general deportment.* Parents in this district have exerted a. 
salutary influence by their firesides as well as in the school room.
